Captain S. M. Ullman a local officer of the Guard has presented

groups and has much of interest 
for service men and men of mili¬ 
tary oge. 

Mon joining (he National 
(Inard from tlio Army or Mar¬ 
inos will enlist in tlic rating in 
which they came out of service. 
Navy men will enlist as privates 
liut it is a practice to make 
promotions cquivaloiil to former 
rank. In other W'ords it is a 
ground floor opportunity and 
many p-romolions arc in store. 

Tlic NalTonal Guard is avail¬ 
able to men becoming of mili¬ 
tary age. II offers a clioicc of 
training at homo with a two- 
liour drill period twice a week 
or enlisting in the regular army 
or nav'y. Each drill moans a 
day’s jiay. To the G. I. it offers 
a chance for additional income 
while in .school or working. 

If 25 local men jain the Na¬ 
tional Guard. Sierra Madre 
will have a unit and the gov¬ 
ernment will provide a tem¬ 
porary Armory completely 
furnished, grounds landscaped 
with drill grounds and care¬ 
taker. 

This probably would be placed 
on city properly at Water Works 
I Park. Later when the unit grows

Los Angeles County school 
districts will get $60„894.457.98 
in State aid for the 1947-48
